In addition, we 
have found that after a sighting is over thirty days old, precise 
details tecome blurred in the viewer's mind and an investigation is 
not then worthwhile. For these reasons, we cannot investigate your 
| friend's report. We thought that perhaps he might want this report 
for his records so we are returning it. Imclosed is some material 
on UFOs; by looking at the different categories of objects often 
reported as UFOs, you may be able to help him identify his sighting. 


The 1969 Project Blue Book has not been published. dHowever, 
we anticipate no changes in the 1965 edition except in the statistical 
summary. You may bring your 1968 edition up-to-date by inserting the 

inclosed sheets at pvazes 8 and 9. 


Tne report of your sighting is being sent to Wright-Patterson Air 
Force Base, Ohio. As soon as it is evaluated, you will be notified.
